Claims 13,17,21-26,29 and 30 are deemed allowable as a result of the claim 
amendments in response to the non-final issued on 1 1/13/07 and the affidavit 
filed 9/18/07, which essentially denotes that the method of preparing the 
silicon single crystal via language in a product by process demeanor denotes 
special attributes to the silicon single crystal that are resulted as an effect 
only clearly denoted by the process denoted in the claim language. The 
method as well is deemed allowable due to the limitation as defined for 
achieving a specified resistivity value for the single crystal silicon material. 
Please see attorney's remarks of 2/8/08 as well the affidavit filed 9/18/07 in 
conjunction with the initial set of remarks submitted on 1 0/22/07 for further 
information.
